In a few years Bailey Canyon 
Park may be linked with the most 
famous pleasure grounds of Cali¬ 
fornia, if the plans of the City 
Planning Committion, under the 
energetic leadership of Prof. Os¬ 
car Seiling, its president, and 
Jim Hawks, are carried out. The 
first step in the Comission’s 
comprehensive plan to make it an 
ideal garden spot and recreation 
ground, will be started today 
when the Commission begins the 
planting of 500 treex^o beautify 
the entrance. ' 

The stage ot the canyon has 
been set for the beautifying pro¬ 
cess by the work done by the city 
firemen last summer, when a 
raod was cut through, water lines 
laid, stoves and tables set for 
picknickers and brush removed 
from the pathways. The firemen 
have further plans for enhancing 
the canyon's playground possibili¬ 
ties and will develop them in co¬ 
operation wifii the City Planners. 

Start Work At Once 

The Planning Commission met 
at the City Hall on Tuesday night 
and decided to start work in 
Bailey Canyon at once. The work 
will provide some employment and 
thus aid the local relief situa¬ 
tion. The committee, consisting of 
President Seiling, J. N. Hawks, 
Mrs. J. H. Ossgood and Lester K. 
Layton, discussed plans for city 
beautifying with City Manager ’ 
Myers. Mrs. W. J. Lawless and 
Mrs. R. C. Copenhaver presented 
plans for flower Rnd shrub plant¬ 
ing along parkways and vacant 
lots in a proposal to dress up the 
city for the coming Olympic sea¬ 
son. 

The Commission decided to ex¬ 
pend its energies on work that 
will be of permanent good to the 
community rather than in a sim¬ 
ple housecleaning. 

"The natural beauty of Bailey 
Canyon lencls Itself to an improve¬ 
ment that will build for the fu¬ 
ture fame of Sierra MRdre,” said 
Jim Hawks yesterday. “We have 
500 young trees in the city park 
nursery, about 300 deodors, and 
200 of mixed trees. This will be 
used to beautify the open space 
at the entrance to Bailey Canyon. 
For this work we will use men 
provided by the relief committee.

I N SELECTING a place to plant 
your new rose bushes, pick a 
sunny situation. If they are to be 
planted in a bed, allow three to 
four feet between each plant. 
Climbing roses for a fence should 
be planted six to ten feet apart. 

The first important step in 
planting is the care of the plants 
after they arrive from the nur¬ 
sery. The sooner they are planted 
the better. If for any reason you 
are prevented from planting the 
roses upon arrival they may be 
kept for several days ‘’heeled-in'’ 
in moist sod away from wind and 
sun, covering the roots well until 
planted out in the garden. While 
roses can be planted when the 
ground is wet and soggy, it is a 
netter plan to wait for more fa¬ 
vorable conditions. 

When ready to plant, have some 
wet burlap sacks or large pails 
of water handy, so that only one 
bush is exposed at a time and 
that for the shortest time pos¬ 
sible, 


the bush will be planted at the 
proper level. 

When your bushes are planted 
it is well to shade them for a 
few days as a protection against 
hot sun or drying winds. 

Do not feed newly planted 
roses.

visions stepped coming in the 
people who ran the place became 
desperately in need of food.

"The worst storm we have had 
in recent years was in 1912," 
said Mr. Norris. "There had been 
no rain up till March 1st and 
when it started it rained six 
inches in one day and 13 inches 
during the month. One of the 
worst storms we had was in the 
spring of 1890. The water rushed 
like a river down from Bailey 
canyon and almost washed away 
the home of J. J. Hart, then on 
the present site of the city park. 
The Hart family had to run from 
the house and the whole neigh¬ 
borhood turned out to help save 
the building. 

"It was three days before 
things became normal. But the 
worst experience I had was with 
a wind storm in 1891. There were 
few buildings here then and noth¬ 
ing to break the wind.

The wind 
smashed all the windows, swept 
the goods from the shelves and 
then tore off the roof and sent it 
hurtling down Lima street."
